around the waist, such as corsets, 
belts or garter supports, will also 
restrict this flow of blood. 
| After a vein has enlarged enough 
jto protrude and be noticeabie, the 
cure Is not as easy as might be as- 
|sumed. The walls of the veins may 
ibe strengthened somewhat by the 
use of museular treatments, which If 
properly applied, will tone up the 
‘small amount of muscular fibres 
|found in the vein. A good home 
treatment may be given by applying 
jn Pere of fce to the enlarged vein, 
jholding it in place two or three min- 
utes with a thick towel to protect 


the 


the hand. The effect of the cold is 
to shrink the vein, and as this 
treatment can be applied several 


times daily at home, ft is even more 
leffective than the dally electrical 
' +reatments, which must be given tn 
a doctor's office, and are, therefore, 
‘necessarily expensive. : 
Rubber stockings are often rec- 
ommended, but the use of these 
‘supports only tends to weaken the 
| veins ali the more. 
Surgical removal of the veins is 
| foolishty advised by many physi- 
cians, but this is never necessary or 
advisable, if the ice treatments are 
used, and the dam is removed from 
the abdomen. Prolapsed organs 
|must be raised by exercise of the 
labdominal muscles — corsets and 
| pelts must be discarded—tight gar- 
lrers and garter supports should be 
thrown away and constipation must 
be overcome. Until a permanent 
cure is effected, it is a good plan to 
walk on all fours several times dally, 
or lie down for a few minutes with 
the hips and legs higher than the 
head. This will temporarily allow 
the blood to flow freey and free the 
sluggish circulation, thus giving the 
veirs a rest from the tension to 
which they have been subjected.
